L 
could no more grant it, then I ſhould 
grant, that the People made Heaven ; but 
if you ask me, whether the People can 
make a King ( ſuch a one as they uſe to 
make ) if they have not one already of 
God's making, they may; ſuch are Kings 
and no Kings ; not Reges, but Regentes ad 
placitum. ings by EleCtion are always 
Kings upon Condition ; and- where the 
Condition 1s ſo little worth, the Obliga» 
tion 1s the leſs, and but ſmall Security will 
be required: For my own part I ſhould 
be aſhamed to wear a Crown on my Head, 
when the People muſt reign, and the

What is meant by anointinggK INGS., 


Nointin#, in ſeveral Places of Scri- 
pture, betokens ſome ſpiritual Grace, 
as James 5. 14. Call the Elders of the Church, 
and let tferm pray over the Sick, anvinting 
him with Oyl in the Name of the Lord: 
Which. the Roman Catholicks call ex- 
treme Un&ion, though now-a-days we 
only ,make uſe- of the Extremity, and 
| leave the Union our: And therefore 
| ſome will have the anointing of Kings to 
fignify ſome ſpiritual Grace alſo, which 
ſhall enable him, with Religion and Apt- 
neſs, to govern well ; which when the 
ceaſe to do, their anointing- falleth off 
and they ceaſe to be Kings; if they be not 
good, they are none of God's Anointed, 
- andif they be not his Anointed, they care 
| not whoſe they are. This Doftrine hath 
cauſed the ſhedding of more Blood than 
there is now running in the Veins of li. 
ving Chriſtians; whereas the Truth is, 
it is neither Religion, nor Virtue, nor 
Grace that is meant by this royal Anvin« 
ting ; . Cyrus was Ciriſtus Domini as well as 
Joſias, and Saul as will as David : If Re 
ligion were that that did the Deed, then 
Cyrus had not been the Lord's ney

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if Virtue, then not Sau! ; if Grace, net- I 


ther : If Religion make Kiffgs, then there 


* ſhonld have been of old no Kings, but 


thoſe of Judah; and now no Kings, but 
thoſe of Chaiſtendom. Ir is Jus regnand? 
that he meant by this Royal Anointing, 
and Royal Un#iom confers no Grace, but 
declares a juſt Title only, Unzxit in Regem, 
he anointed him King, includes nothing 
but a due Title, excludes nothing bur 
Uſurpation ; gives him the Adminiſtra- 
tion to govern, not the Gift to govern 
well; the Right of Ruling, not of Ruling 
right: Kings are anointed with Oy!, to 
ſhew, that as they have Thrones to ſignt- 
fy that they are the Ciſtern of Juſtice ; 
and Crowns, to ſignify that they are the 
Fountains of Honours, and Scepters to ſig- 
nify that the Hands which hold them are 


the Magazines wherein the whole Strength 


and Ammunition ofKingdoms are repoſed : 
So Anoinrting is a ſacred Signature, beto- 
kning Sovereignty , . Obedience to the 
Throne, Submiſſion to the Scepter, Alle- 
giance-to the Crown, and Supremacy to 
the Oyl muſt needs be given, for Oyl will 
have it : Pour Ovl and Wine, and Water, 
and Vinegar, or what other Liquor you 
pleaſe together, Oyl will be ſure to be the 
uppermoſt: The three firſt Ceremonies 
make him but High and Mighty, and Pu.

*"Thine own Eyes: Therefore, becauſe thou 
art as an Angel of God, and thy ſelf art a 
good Intelligencer, as all Angels are, do 
what is good in thine own Eye; as if he 
Should have ſaid, if thou doeſt only that 
which ſeemeth to be good in other Mens 
Eyes, it may be they will perſwade thee

HE Lord's Anointed is, as nu 
as to ſay, the Lord's Chriſf, ant 
Chriſti ſignifteth anointed Ones : In th 
Hebrew you ſhall read it, who ſhall 1a 
his Hand upon the Lord's Meſiah? Fe 
he is the Lord's Anoifited, 1 Sa. 26. « 
In the Greek, who can lay his HanY{ 
upon the Lord's Chrit. Kirigs are ti” 
ken into the Society of God's Nameſſt! 
Dixi, Dii eſftis, T have ſaid ye are God" 
and here into the Society of Chri 
Name, and all to terrify Subje&s fro! 
lifting up thei Hands againſt the Lord 
Anoint 
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Anointed, as much as if it were God or 
Chriſt himſelf. 

Again, Kings are not termed Un#i Do- 
mini (for that were no Prerogative to 
them at all) but Chriſti Domini, for not on= 
ly Perſons, but things alſo, were anointed 
under the Law ; not only Kings, but Prieſts 
and Prophets likewiſe, neither did it reſt 
there, but it extendgd to the Tabernacle it 
ſelf, and ran down to the Veſſels thereof, 
even to the very Fireforks, Aſhpans, and 
Snuffers;but unto whom ſaid he anyTime, 
Tue es Chriſtius meus, Heb.

That there is no ſuch thing as a Free- 
State in the World. 


I* by a Free-State, you mean a People 
who have ſhook off their Allegiance to 
their Prince, there are many ſuch Free- 
States to be found, bur a Beggar's-buſh, or 
a company of Gipſies (who proyemen to 

EemM- 


ty Men, who know. 
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themſelves new Laws, renouncing the Old,- 
and yet chuſe a King and Queen-amongſt: 
themſelves, pleaſing one another with a- 
ſelf-conceired Opinion of a thing they call 
Liberty, which 4s no otherwiſe than an- 
ignoble Bondage of their own chooſing, 
4 preferring the Correttion of a bundle of 
ods (becauſe their own Hands have made- 
them) before the ſwayment of a. Scepter, - 
which God himſelf hath-put into their: 
- Soveraign's Hand) is as good as a Com-- 
* mon-wealth, or: Free-State, as the beſt ; 
But if you mean by a Free-State, a free-- 
dom from Tyranny, you will be as far to 
ſeek for any ſuch thing in rerum naturs, 
as for a Reafon why Tyranny may not be 
in many, as well as in one : But if you: 
mean by. Freedom an Exemption from all 
fuch tyrannical Oppreſſions as are expreſ- 
fed in the Petition of Right; I ſee not 
why ſuch a Free-State may not be gnder 
2 Monarchy : Certainly I have feen ſuch. 
Petitions, and Inſiftances, during the late 
King's Reign, as having -Relation-to Free-: 
born People of England, and ſhould think: 
that the Magna Charta defended by one, 
Who had Power ro make it good againſt . 
the Infringment of many Breakers, and 
by a Parliament of manyy authorized to 
the ſame purpoſe againſt the Peſſundation- 
of it by any one, be it by the higheit, 
may not be as good a Way to make, pre- 
ſerve and keep a Nation free, aswell ns 
2 rhe 
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the intruſting of a Nation's Freedom into - 


the Hands of a few, whoſe Independency 
deny all Remedies to be either above 
them, or below them. Ir may- be it will 
not be thought tedious, if 1 entertain 
your Eye and Conſideration with ſome 
Obſervations of my own, in thoſe Free. 
States of Chriſtendom (as they call them- 
. ſelves) wherein I have been. I ſhall be. 
gin with the Free-State of Genoa, wherein 

have been Reſident ſome Time, and the 
rather, * becauſe whilſt EZnglavd was a 
Kingdom, they covld not have the Face 
to ſand in any Competition with us ; but 
now the King's Arms were cut off as 
well as his Head, how ſhould we do to 


make a Diſtintion between them and .us?. 
Far both the State of Genes, and the 


State of England give the very ſame Coat 
of Arms, and Saint George is both our 


Patrggs : Certainly Enz/and muſt give the , 


Half-moon as the younger Brother ; and 
why ſhould not the Moon creſcent foHow 
after, now the Turkiſh Alcoran «s come 
before? 

When the overſpreading Roman Monar- 
chy, hike Nebuchadnezzar's overgrown and 
lofty Tree was brought only to a Stump 
chained to the Ground, and when the 
Keys of Heaven and Hell had ſo well 


fitted the Locks belonging to the Gates of 


Rome, as to give way to the Entrance of 
that high Prieſt intothe Imperial Seat, then 
h was 
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was Genoa a Lop of that great Fall; And' 
ſoon afrer it was wrought into a Bundle or * 
Faggot of a Common-wealth, until ſuch 
time as Charles the Great recovered all his- 
Right in 4taly; ſaving- only the Holy Land, 
whole Princely Sword could never ſtrike 
at the already-cloven Miters, but art: 
Helmets. 

Amongſt other Countries,whoſe Subdu-- 
ments acknowledged Charles to be the' 
Great, Genoa was one ; Which City was- 
no leſs Happy than Famous, in affording- 
a: Man who honoured -her Walls, with” 
making it known unto” the World, that 
he came out of them under the Name of- 
Andreas Dory a- Genoeſe ; this famous An- 
dreas Dory was a zealous Common-: 
wealths-man, and one of the new Gentle-' 
men, as they call'd themſelves, (for you- 
muſt underſtand, that when theſe Stares- 
men had ſhook!'off the Yoke of Sove-: 
raignty, they expelled all their Gentry or- 
Nobility ; which no ſconer done, but they*. 
made a new-Gentry or -Nobility a— 
themſelves) and being a deſerving Man, 
the Emperor Charles the Great, will'd this' 
Andreas + Dory *to ask*' and chave what he: 
defired of all that he had Conquered: He- 
aSked Genoa ;- the Emperor gave it him, 
to do with it what he pleaſed; he gave it* 
the Citizens, together with all their Li- 
berties, and former Freedoms, upon this 
Condition, that they- ſhould-recal the-oid 
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Gentry in'again, and ſettle them again in 
all the Rights and Priviledges, which | 
being aflented unto, Genoa became a 
Free-State again; but behold the Free- 
dom, or rather the Power and Bonds .of 
Love and Gratitude, neither the old and 
new Gentry, nor the common People, 
would allow of any Thing that was 1aid 
or to be done, but what this Dory ſhould }Þ. 
command or fay : Nor was there a more 
abſolute and powerful Monarch upan the 
Earth than & and whilſt he 1;v'd he 
did coritiue ſo, becauſe the People 
would obey : Who being once dead, the 
People ſoon found they did obey, becauſe 
they muſt: Yet Qill it muſt be a Free- 
State, becauſe Libertas was written over 
the Senate-houſe, and City-gates, but 
neither within their Senate, or their 
Walls. Was there ever ſuch Tyranny over 
the common People, or the Citizens, 
than hath been all along, and is at this 
Day prattiſed by ſome few, who ſpit 
Monarchy in the Face, and make no 
Bones to ſwallow. down all its Adjun&s? 
Exerciſing their ſeveral Tyrannies with 
this Juſtification, that they are the 
ſupreme Authority, whilſt they deny -. 
Supremacy ; gulling the People into a ſat» 
tiſh Belief, that they are not ſuppreſſed 
by one Hand, becauſe it hath many Fingers. 

I ſhall Inſtance unto you one particular, 


which was dons Whult I way there, where» 
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by You may eaſily judge in what Free-ſtate 
their Commons live: There was a ſub. 
ſantial Citizen, between whom, and a 
Noble Geneeſe there was ſome Grydge : 
This Senator ſtudies a Revenge, and thus 

he intends it ro be put in Execution. He 

gives Command to one of his Braves (for 

to they call , their Executioners) to kill. 
this Citizen: This Slaughrer-man ( be- 
ing by Reaſonof ſome former Obligations) 

ſtruck with ſome Remorſe, of doing fo 
high an A& of Ingratitude to one who 
had fo well deſerved at his Hands; diſco- 
vers the whole Plot to his ſo much ac- 
knowledg'd Patron, who very much ac«. 
knowledges and commends the Ingenuity 
of this Diſcoverer, bids him follow him, 
where he leads him over a Trap, where. 
the Leader knew full well how: ro order 
his Steps, ſo that he might advance ſafely 
over the Place, but the Follower (ignorant 
of theſe Obſervationg) muſt needs fall 
down a Precipice, no leſs terrible, than. 
deſtrutive ; this poor Man is flain : This. 
perfidious Murderer watches his Opportu« 
nity of meeting this Deſigner of his 
Death, in the Merchato, and gently takes. 
him by the Arm, and deſires him that he 
might ſpeak a Word with him; they 
withdraw themſelves out of the Walk to 
a private Corner : The Citizen tells this 
Noble-man that his Servant had betrayed 
him, ia diſcovering. kis Deſiga to him 
| C44 
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an : whom it ſhould be executed, in De-- 
teſtation of which Perfidiouſneſs, he had: 
given him the Reward of a Traitor (de-. 
claring the Manner and Form as is exprel-. 
ſed) and. deſired *in.all Humility that he 

would be. pacified, and. that whatſoever. 
Difference. were between them, that he. 
would, be pleaſed. to. be his pwn Judge; 
whereupon they both became Friends no- 
leſs SatisfaCtion . being. acknowledged by. 
the one, than Ingenuity of the other Par-- 
ty. Such Shifts as theſe &rz-theſe- Free-. 
born People fain-. to:make *to - appeaſe the. 
Wrath and Fury-of- their Lords and Ma- 
ſters: In a,Word, as their Territories are. 
no otherwiſe than a continued Breach of 
three hundred Miles along the Sea Shore, 
fo the Inhabitants live- no other wiſe than 

do the Fiſhes in _ the Seay the greater Fi- 
ſhes devour the leſs, ſo. where there is no+ 
King in 1/rael, every Man doth that which. 
1s good in his own, Eyes : It cannot be» 
other wile. 

From thence-I went unto the Free-ſtate 
of Lucca, and there.I found» the Free-men- 
to have ſix Princes every. Yearz and the: 
Senate chuſing fix Men, who- ele& a 
Prince for the Common-wealth every two 
Months; this Prince aſcending his Throne 
vp theſe ſix Steps, afts what he pleaſeth :

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there any other Difference between this 
Government of rhe Free-ſtate of Lncca, 
and the Empire of Germany; but that the 
one, have ſo many prime Chuſers, and the 
other ſo many Princs-EleQors, the one 
keeps-it within the Houſe of .4uftris, and 
the other keeps ir out of the Houſe of the 
Medices.
